The drawings are objected to because need to have proper labeling of all 
the elements shown. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) 
are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application.

In claim 1 line 8 , line 23 replace "the said flow" with -said flow-, in line 13 and 
line 16 replace "the said first" with -said first- , in line 28 replace "the said second" 
with -said second- , in line 33 replace "the next section" with -a next section- and "the 
said" with -said-. 

Claim 12 is objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c) as being in improper form because 
a multiple dependent claim should be in the alternative form. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). 
Accordingly, claim 12 , depending from claims 1 1 and 8, has not been further treated on 
the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1 -1 1 and 1 3- 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1 lines 20 and 21 is unclear if "a first host interface" and " a host" is 
referring back to " a host interface " in line 12, or referring to a separate host element? 
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Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
